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BY THE KING. 


His Mayeſties Proclamation forbidding all- His lowing _—— theCounties of Kent,Sar- 


rey, Suſſex, and Hampſhire, to raiſe any Forces without His Majeſties Conſent, or to enter 
into any Aſſociation or Protesation for the aſſistance of the Rebellion againſt His Majeſty. 


HEREAS Wehave been informed of certain Propoſitions agreed upon by ſome ſeditious Perſons of 
Our ſeverall Counties of Kent, Surry,Suſjex and Hampſhire,for an Aſſociation betwixt rhe ſaid Counties, 
roraiſean Army of 3000 Foot, and 300 Horſe, and great ſummes of Money for the maintenance cherecot, 
and an Invitation ro Our good Subjects of rhar County, to enter into a Proteſtation ro afſiſt them in this 
| odious and unnarurall Rebellion ; We doe hereby Declare for the ſatisfaction of all our loving Subjects of 
thoſe Counrics, and thar they may not be ſeduced from their Obedience by rhe cunning aud ſubrilty of thoſe men, That the en- 
tring into ſuch an Aſſociation aud Proteſtarion, and raiſing of men or contributing Money upon he ſame, is an Ac of high 
Treafon,and an endeavour to take away Our Lite fromVs : And We do therefore ſtrairly Charge and Command a!l Our lov- 
ing Subjects whatſoever upon their Allegiance not to encer into any ſuch Aﬀociation or Proreſtation,and ſuch,as by colour of 
ſuch Authority have afſembled together, rhar chey immediarely dizhand and repaire torheir Houſes. And We doc once more 
renew Our offer of a free and gratfous Pardou to all Our Subjees of Our {aid foure. ſeveral! Counties,excepting thoſe whem 
We before excepted in Ourleverall Proclamations concerning thoſe Our Counrtes, againſt all which We thall procecd ac- 
cording to the Rules of the Law, as ag1inſt Perſons guilcy of high Treaſon ; And whom We doc hercby require all Our O:- 
ficers and Miniſters of Juſtice, and all Qur loving Subjects whatſoever,to apprehend and cauſe ro be kept in tafe cuſtody. And 
Our Exprefle Pleaſure is, and VVe doe hereby Wilkand Command all rhe ſeverall Tenants of rhe Perſons excepted in Our 
Proclamation for rhoſe foure Connties of Kezt, Surrey, Swjex, and Hampſhzre, and all other Perſons whorare any wayes in- 
debred unto them, and all che Tenants to any other Perſonof any of rhe ſaid Councies, who is now in Actuall and opct Rebel- 
lion againſt Us, or who afcer the publiſhing of chis Our Proclamation ſhall contribute to the mainrenanco of the Armies now 
in Rebellion againſt Us, under the condudtt of Rovert Earle of Eſſex, or of any other Perſon or Perſons, or that ſhall joyne in 
any ſuch traiterous Aﬀociation or Proteſtation, That they forbearero pay any Rents or Debts due tothe faid ſeverall Perſons, 
| burderaine che ſame in their hands towards che maintenance of the Peace of the Counties, aud the reparation of ſuch Men 
- who have ſuffered by che violence of rhe others. And if any Souldier or Souldiers now under Commandagainſt Us in cither 
of Our ſaid foure Counties, ſhall within ſix dayes after the publiſhing of this Our Proclamation, apprehend and bring before 
Us, or any Otticers of Our Army, or any other Our Miniſter of Juſtice, ſo that the Perſon apprehended be kept in ſafe Cu ſto- 
dy, the bodies of any of the Perſons ſo excepted by Us, or of any of the Commanders or Officers now in Rebellion againſt Us 
in any of the ſaid foure Counties,ſuch Souldier or Souldiers,beſides their Pardons, ſhall receive ſuch liberall Rewards by Pen- 
fions, ar otherwiſe, as their ſeverall ſervices in reſpedt of the qualities of the Perſons fo apprehended ſhall deſerve. And if any 
Commander or Officer (excepr the Perſons before excepted) now in Rebellion againſt Us, 7a any of the ſaid foure Counties, 
ſhall within fivedayes after this Our Proclamation publiſhed, being convinced in his Conſcience of his damnable. Offence a- 
g4inft God and Us, in affiſting this odious Rebellion,returne ro his Alleagiance and repaire ro Our Army, and coinmit no ho- 
ſtile A in che meane while againſt Us, We ſhall nor onely Pardon him, bur fo far imploy him as his qualiry and demeanour 
ſhall deſerve. And We doe hereby require all Our loving Subjedts of whac degree or quality ſoever, within Our ſaid foure 
ſeverall Counties, upon their Allegiance, and as rhey tender the cauſe of God, the Proreſtant Religion, being invaded and 
rhreatned ro be rooted up by Anabaptifts, Browniſts,and Atheiſts, of Us, and Our Poſterity (Our Life being ſought after by 
this Rebellion, and of themſelves, the Law and Liberty of che Subject being in apparent hazard to be ſubjected to an Arbitra- 
ry Lawleſſe power, of a few Schiſmaticall,fa&tious, and ambitious Perſons). to affift Usin Perſon, or with the Loane of Mo- 
ney, Plate, and Horſes, in this Our grear necefliry. And having ſaid thus much our of Our tender Regard of Our Subjetts of 
thoſe our Counries ; If they ſhall henceforward be guilty of the premiſes: And ſhall eicher by Loane or conrriburion afiſt 
the ſaid Army of Rebels, afſcmble and muſter themſelves in Armes withour Authority derived from Us under Our Hand, or | 
ſhall cater into any Oath of Aſſociation for oppoſing Us and Our Army, and ſo compell Us ro ſend part of Qur Forces thi- | 
ther to reduce them ro rheir Obedience ; chey muſt Anſwer the miferies that muſt follow, to God, and their Country. And: {+ 
—— Pleaſure is, Thar rhis Our Proclamation be Read in all the Pariſh- Churches and Chappels in the ſaid foure ſeverall © !'
